A Season of Floods in the 


Chicago and Its Suburbs More or 
Less Inundated.

The Lowlands About Ottawa, mM, 
Turned Into Vast Lakes. - 


A Waterspout at Ottumwa Causes a Dis. 
astrous Overfiow—Railway Travel 
Almost Suspended in Iowa 
and Illinois,

Cuicaco, May 5.—[By the Associated 


Press.] Owing to the heavy rains dur-. 
ing the past few days throughout the’ 


Middle States the Illinois River has 
overflowed its banks and caused many 
washouts along the lines of the Alton, 
Rock Island and Santa Fé roads, 
seriously interfering with traffic. In 
the neighborhood of Joliet and Lock- 
port there have been washouts on all 
three roads, and neither passenger nor 
freight trains could reach the city, 
Dispatches from these and many other 


| points report much minor damage by 


floods. All streams are out of their 
banks, and the country for a long dis- 
tance has the appearance of alake. The 
greatest damage is in the Illinois River 
Sore and is told in the Ottawa Gis- 
pate 


In Chicago and suburbs there is also | . 


much inconvenience. The streets of 
suburban towns in many instances are 
flooded, as well as basements of houses, 
and in some instances in the lower 
lying districts people are going around 
in boats. In the city proper many 
basements are flooded, the sewers being 
choked and the fiood water backing up. 
Part of the fire department was en- 
gaged today in pumping out water from 
the lower portions of buildings. The 
Chicago river is higher than for fifteen 
years and flows into the lake with a 
current of ten miles an hour, the result 
being that the city’s water supply is 
again being polluted by sewage. The 
swiftness of the current in the river 
renders the moving of vessels’ ex- 
tremely difficult and two or three had 
serious collisions with bridges.

| ciated Press.| The most disastrous and 


alarming flood in the history of the 
city visited this locality last night. In 
the town of Old Marseilles a small 
bridge across Gum Creek lodged at the 
mouth ofa culvert and blocking the 


stream, backed the water up and flooded 


the entire district. Many narrow 
escapes are reported in the flight for 
safety, but ho loss of life occurred. 


The lowlands in the residence and man- 


ufacturing districts of Ottawa, one and 
one-half miles long and from one-quar- 
ter to one mile wide, are a_ continuous 
lake. Small bridges were carried away, 
culverts were washed out and railroad 
tracks were washed away until connec- 
tion with the outer world was cut off, 
Between Twin Bluffs and Laselle: and 
Lascelle and Geneseo all communica- 
‘| tion was cut off by the washing out of 
tracks, culverts and small bridges. It 
is estimated that it will take twenty- 
four hours to reistablish communica- 


tions. 


There was a serious washout near 
Tonica. The main business streets 
were inundated.

Rome, May 56.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.]| In the Deputies today 
the government demanded a vote of 
confidence on the financial programme. 
A long and heated debate ensued, and 
when the question was put to a vote the 


government was defeated by 193 to. 


185. The proceedings were heated 
throughout and uproarious..\The at- 
tack upon the government was opened 
by Signor Giootti, who proceeded amid 
constant interruptions, members on 
each side of the house excitedly arising 
and exchanging vituperative epithets. 
The uproar finally reached such a pitch 
that the presiding officer was obliged to 
close the debate. 

When quiet was restored the debate | 
was resumed, and Minister Grimaldo 
moved a vote of confidence in the gov- 
ernment. As soon asthe defeat of tlie 
government was announced Premier 
Rudini rose and said he must immedi- 
ately consult with his colleagaes in the 
Cabinet. 

It is reported that Rudini informed 
the Cabinet of his intention to resign. 
The growing hostility to Baron Nicotera 
doubtless helped to bring about the 
crisis. It is probable Signors Saracca, 
Giolotti and Soninn will be the chief 
members of the new Cabinet,

Seven Lives Lost—Two Los Angeles 


Persons Among the Dead.

Rev. Mr. Mills went on immediately 
to Pasadena, where he has domiciled 
his family for the two months he will. 
be in Southern California, returning to 
the city on a later train and locating at 
the Westminster. 

FILLED IN JUST SIX MINUTES, 

It had been announced that the pre- 
liminary song service would open at 7 
o’clock last evening, but as early as 
sundown 200 people had congregated 
on the broad flight of stone steps lead- 
ing to Simpson Auditorium, where the 
meeting was held. -The throng in-’ 
creased momentarily, pressing against 
the closed doors and reaching to the 
curb of the wide pavement in front. 
At 6:45 the doors were opened and the 
crowd surged into the great auditorium.

The platform had been extended out 
into the altar space sufficient to accom- 
modate the ministers of this city and 
the visiting ministers.

The Stockton Convention. 

The Republican State Convention, 
which conéluded its business Wednes- 
day, after adopting a platform and 
choosing delegates to the National Re- 
publican Convention at Minneapolis, 
will be remembered as the scene of sev- 
eral hard-fought battles. 

There were two or three stubbornly- 
‘contested points in the platform, and 
there came near being a split in the 
committee on the question of silver. 
The resolution as finally adopted is a 
compromise, and, like most things of 
that sort, is not strong. It reads: 


We believe silver equally with gold to be. 
the money of the people, and in behalf of 
the farmers, laborers and mechanics of 

_ the Nation, for whom the Republican party 
bas always labored, we demand the passage 
of such laws as will provide for the free 
and. unlimited coinage of the silver 
product of the mines of the United States 
as Soon as the same can be done injury 


~~.to.the business interests of the Nation. 


An empty, hesitating and doubtful ut- 
terance like that, coming from a sup- 
posedly strong siiver State, will do 
more harm than good to the ciuse of 
free silver coinage. 

The convention made another mistake 
in not adopting the resolution (offered 
as an amendment to the platform) ex- 


eluding Federal office-holders from 


places on the State Central Committee. 
It might well have made that much con- 
cession to civil service reform. 

A serious omission is noted in the 
failure to-adopt a resolution favorable 
to another competing transcontinental 
railroad. Otherwise, the platform ‘‘av- 
erages up’’ well as a political document.

After Coal, What? 

Under’this caption Prof. E. T. Nelson, 
publishes ina recent issue of the West- 
ern Christian Advocate, a thoughtful 
paper on the world’s future” supply of 
fuel. Itis a well-known fact that the 
coal measures underlying England and 
Wales are rapidly approaching de- 
pletion, The increasing demands in this 
country are drawing heavily upon the 
available supply, and of course there 
must be exhaustion some time. There 
is no indication that anywhere inthe 
world coal-is being formed. The so- 
called *‘bottled sunshine” stored in the 
millions of ages that are past is now 
the reserve and is being rapidly drawn 
on. : 

Coal has been a most potent factor in 
the building up of civilization, and, 
“while there are numerous fuel substi- 
tutes, such as wood, peat, petroleum 
andnatural gas, the world has not 
made such progress that it could dis- 
pense with coal without suffering the 
mostseriousinjury. Electricity has not 
yet reached that stage of advancement 
which fits it to succeed steam power, 
because electricity itself is largely de- 


~pendent the application of 
steam .power. There are —indica- 
tions that the ability to 


transmit electricity over long dis- 
tances the water power of the country 


will come into much more general 


than ever before deemed possible, and, 
in this direction there is a strong hope 


_« of supplanting coal with something 


cheaper and better. Certainly the 
world is justified in pinning its faith 
more to electricity than to any other 
known alternative. Crude petroleum 
and natural gas, while better and 
cheaper than coal in many respects, 


are vet more restricted in supply than’ 


the coal measures, and will, no doubt, 
be sooner exhausted, even with no 
larger use than is now made of them. 
For trans-ocean purposes petroleum 
has never been introduced to any great 


. extent; gas is out of the question and 


electricity is unavailable. On the 
ocean there is yet no adequate substi- 
tute. The steamer City of New York 
consumes daily 850 tons of coal, or for 
a ten days’ trip $500 tons. If of 7000 
tons burden half: her capacity must be 
taken up with that which produces the 
propelling power. Thousands ofsteam- 
ers now plying the waters of the world 
have appetites for coal almost equal to 


the City of New York, and are. 


_ obliged in the same way to waste space 
in carrying the supply. 
The thing which is to take thé place 
of this power-producer, Prof. Nelson 
suggests, is some kind of explosive. 
Nitro-glycerine has a lifting power 
800.000 times itsown weight. Three 
and a half pounds of it while exploding, 
Prof. Nelson says, develops a pressure 
‘of 470,000 atmospheres or 7,250,000 
pounds to the square inch. This mon- 
ster. he insists, can be harnessed and 
controlled as thoroughly as steam or 
electricity is controlled. He,says: 
The minimum Value of nitro-glycerine is 


8000+ times thatof the best coal.- One P 


pound contains a concealed power sufficient: 
when set free, to carry this.mighty steam- 
ship at its present rate for the next sixty 
minutes—24 pounds a day, 200 pounds a 
voyage. inthe face of the greatest storms 
shat sweep the Atlantic. 


_ Tbe bunkers of many of the steamers 


as they leave New York contain 4000 
tons of coal; if nitro-glycerine became 
its motive power the steamers would 
have room for 4000 tons more freight 
‘than they now carry. 

Naively the professor remarks that 
steamers using a powerful explosive as 
a motive power might not carry many 
passengers the first season, but the 
prejudice would be gradually overcome 
as it has been overcome against steam 
and electricity. The coal bunkers and 
locomotive tenders may, before many 
years, have to give way before the eco- 
nomical space required for a can’ of 
nitro-glycerine.

STATE AND COUNTY TAXES. 


Extracts from the Report of the Auditor— 
Total Tax Collections. 4 

The following extracts from the re- 
port of the County Auditor to and set- 
tlement with the State, for the term 
ending May 2, 1892, will prove of in- 
terest to the taxpaying public: 

The gross amount of the daxes col- 
lected by the Tax Collector was $242,- 
807.74, of which the State gets $88,- 
411.71. The Assessor collected prop- 
erty taxes to the extent of $14,074.32, 
of which the State gets $5106.97. 
The Assessor also collected $19,988 
for State poll tax, of which the State 
gets $16,927.30. The sum of $1587.- 
07 was realized from the redemption of 
State tax sales, of which the State gets 
$608.84. The interest on the State 
school lands amounted to $666.35, 
while the principal paid was $440, all 
of which went to the State, making a 
total of $112,191.17, of which the 
county will receive about $2000 back, 
as commission.

_ The interest which was recently awakened 
in the subject of a manual training school 
when it became known that one was to be 
opened under the auspices of Throop Uni- 
versity has singularly abated, and the at- 
tention of the public needs to be called to 
this new institution which will soon furnish 
an opportunity for the training of about 
150 young men and 100 young women in 
practical manual labor, which will not only 
foster a higher appreciation of the value 
and dignity of labor, but also tend to make 


them intelligent, useful and self-supporting |. 


citizens. 

The site for this institution bas been se- 
cured on the corner of Fair Oaks.and Chest- 
nut street, but the shops for forging, mold- 
ing, pattern-making, etc., which are neces- 
sary, rooms for classes in free hand an 
mechanical drawing. and in domestic econ-. 
‘ omy, including cooking and sewing, all 
equipped with proper tools, machinery and 
other apparatus, must of necessity only be 
the outgrowth of time and the means neces- 
sary to procure them. It is suggested that 
the Board of Trade interest itself in this 
noble project and thus lift from Hon. A. G. 
Throop a portion of the arduous and ex- 

nsive undertaking which is surely of deep 
nterest to Pasadena and her future welfare 
and prosperity. Plans for the buildings 

hhave already been made, the structure to 
be of brick, two stories in height, with a 
frontage of 140 feet on Fair Oaks and 80 
feet on Chestnut street, and the University 
purposes giving here an opportunity for the 
practical training which shall result in 
developing skilful manipulation, accurate 
vision and clear thought.

No new slight-of-hand is aimed at, nor is 
‘musclar exercise of itself held to be of edu- 
cational value. An exercise, whether with 
tools or with books, is valuable only in pro. 
portion to the demand which it makes upon 
the mind for intelligent, thoughtful work. 
In the school shop the stage of. mechanical 
habit is never reached. The only habit 
actually acquired is that of thinking; the’ 
quality of every act springs from the con. 
_ «scious will, accompanied by a definite: act 
of judgment.” —

‘ings of this Throop Polytechnic and Man- 
ual Training School the latter part of June, 
and a generalinterest and coéperation on 
the part of Pasadenians generally would be 
appreciated by and encouraging to those

| How the Thief was Captured and After- 
ward Identified as a Notorious East- 
ern ex-Convict—The Prose- 


A. E. McDonald, alias McKay, ap- 
peared before Judge McKinley in De- 
partment Six vesterday morning for 
trial upon the charge of having, on No- 
vember 26 last, burglarized St. Vibiana 


‘| Cathedral, on South Main street, and 


stolen therefrom a number of gold and 
silver vessels used for religions pur- 
poses. 


This crime, generally called ‘‘the Ca- 


| thedral burglary,’’ was one of the most 


sensational ever committed in Los An- 
geles or, for that matter, in the United 
States, the safe on ‘the altar of the 
Catholic Cathedral, on Main street, be- 
ing blown open and a number of the 
vessels used in the service of the church 
stolen. 

The outrage was discovered early in 
the morning by the fathers as they 
made their way from their residence at 
the side of the church as they passed 
through the _ sacristry, They had 
entered the room when a strong smell 
of burnt powder and cloth caused them 
to halt in amazement. They were on 


‘| their way to early devotion and had but 


just opened their eyes from slumber, 
but they knew that something had 
gone wrong,.and the first thing that 
flashed across their minds was that the 
church was burning. The room was 
dimly lighted, but a second look ex- 
plained the cause of their fright, for in 
the far end of the room, by a door lead- 
ing into the Benevolent Society’s sew- 
ing-room, stands a big burglar-proof 
safe. The safe was covered with burnt 
clothing, and on closer inspection they 
found thatthe door had been blown 
open. That is, the outer plate was 


| twisted almost double and the cement 


between this plate and the ‘inner or 
‘steel plate was scattered all over the 
floor. 
The inner plate resisted the efforts of 
the burglars who attempted to enter the 
safe, and they missed their booty, con- 
sisting of five solid gold and silver chal- 
ices. This was accounted for on the 
grounds that some noise drove the bur- 
glars away, for the inner door could 
have been opened with the assistance 


| of a ‘Simmy’’ in less than two minutes. 


The silverware in this safe was prob- 
ably worth $500 on its face, but as the 
articles were sent out from Spain over 
100 years agoto the old missions the 
fathers would not have taken any priee 
for them. 

An inspection of the surroundings 


showed that the burglars’ entered 
opened with an iron bar. The thief 


then forced a door leading to the sew- 
ing-room and admitted his companion. 
It was supposed by the fathers that 
no other damage had been done and 
they were congratulating themselves 
on their goodluck when they entered 
the main church and cast their eyes to- 
ward the alter. They noticed the 
draperies scattered around in confusion, 
andon going nearer they found that 
the small steel safe on the altar had 
been blown open. This safe contained 
ostensorium. : 
It was believed that the burglars 
opened this safe first, as some of the 
candles on the altar were used in open- 


| ing the big safe. 


It is needless to say that the affair 
caused great excitement, and every et- 
fort was put forth by the police depart- 
ment to catch the burglar, but so well 
had he covered his tracks that no trace 
could be found. Some days later, how- 
ever, aman was discovered trying to 
sell some broken pieces of gold and sil- 
ver plate in San Diego, which were 
identified as portions of the stolen ves- 
sels. The man, who gave the name of 
A, McDonald, was at once placed under 
arrest and the Los Angeles police de- 
partment notified, when Detective Au- 
ble was sent after him, and he was re- 
turned to this city and locked up. 

On McDonald’s return, a search 


| among the photographs on file in the 


detective department was instituted, 


question of doubt by a photograph as 
McKay, an ex-convict, who had served 
time in Joliet prison for robbery, and 
who was known as a dangerous pris- 
oner. 
McDonald, or rather McKay, which was 
recognized “by the -proprietress of a 
lodging-house on Main street as that of 
a man who had occupied a room in her 
house for a week previous to the rob- 
bery, and who left on the morning fol- 
lowing it. She called at the -police 
station, where she identified the pris- 
oner as her lodger, and following up 
McDonald’s movements, a strong case 
was made out against him, which was 
clinched by the finding of the pieces of 
the broken vessel in his possession, and 
he was held to answer to the charge of 
burglary in short order.

Some we have at their own 
request sent back again to their homes. 
For some we have obtained suitable 
labor, and the balance we have 
endeavored te assist to the best of our abil- 
ity. The case of the latter we have found 

articularly hard. Not a few of them were 
ying sick on the hard, cold foor, without a. 
bed, without food, without covering, In 
some of these cases, as in others, it is only 
just to say that kind neighbors have taken 
the work off our hands just as soon as they 
were made aware of the fact that poverty 
and sickness were around them. Other 
causes have brought persons here; these 
causes we may not mention. Poverty is 
poverty and demands assistance whatever 
way it may be caused, andif we can giad- 
den the heart and nape joy to a home even 
whenin the opinion of the worldly-wise it 
ismet needed, we never regret so doing. 
In all these spheres our work has been 
large and laborious, in some cases far from 
pleasing, but pronipted by that, we hope, 
nobler spirit, and encouraged by the kind- 
ness and practical good-feeling of our citi- 
zens, we have gone on with the good work 
and in retiring teday from the position 
which we held, we can assure you 
that whatever our position in the so- 


-clety may be, our zeal and anxiety will be 


no less in the future than it has been in the 


past, 
— Tomention some of the benefactors to the 


exclusion of others may give pain; yet we 
canmot refrain from thanking eur good 
bishop and the reverend gentlemen who 
have used their eloquent appeals on behalf 
of the poor. Our special thanks are due to 
the Board of Supervisors, to the press for. 
their kindly public encouragements. We 
t the courteous treatment and- 
generosity experienced at the hands of the 
officers of the Santa Fé Railroad and steam- 
ship company, not to nfention many others 
whom we fear a mention would hurt.

The Trial of the Kaweah Col- 
onists Continued. 


‘|The Prosecution Going Into the Ac- 


counts of the Concern. 


Three Supreme Court Opinions Re- 
ceived for Filing. 


Suit for Damages for Malicious - Prosecu- 
tion Commenced—The Chinese Muar- 
der Trial—General Court 
Netes—New Cases. 


The trial of the five trustees of the 
Kaweah Coéperative Colony Company 
upon the charge of having used the 
mails for the purpose of fraud was re- 
sumed before Judge Ross and a jury in 
the United States District Court yester- 
day. The whole of the morning and 


| part of the afternoon sessions were con- 


sumed in the cross-examination of the 
witness, Frank E. Westervelt, whose 
testimony proved almost as valuable 
to the defense as his direct testimony 
had been tothe prosecution. In con: 
nection therewith, the defense intro- 
duced the minutes of the general meet- 
ing of the Kaweah colonists and board 
of trustees of January 9, 1892, in 
which it was shown that every member 
of the colony adopted a resolution to 
the effect that the thanks of the com- 
munity were due to Secretary J. J. 
Martin for his services, and further- 
more that the colony were indebted to 


purporting to be deeds from various 
colonists conveying lands, claimed by 
them, but not yet proved up, to the 
colony, were also introduced, The 
ledger containing the accounts of the 
‘unknown’’ fund was then exhibited by 
the defense, and here again the witness 
lost ground, 
this juncture until 2 o’clock. 

On reconvening fér the afternoon ses- 
sion the witness was shown the ac- 


ledger and asked whether or not the 
books showed. that Haskell, although 
credited with $200 trom J. Dentz, 
never received the money. Witness, 
however, adroitly avoided the question, 
but finally admitted that the matter 
had been investigated by the Auditing 
Committee, who refused to audit the 
account. He knew nothing of the 
transaction, as the entries were made 
He admitted having made 
a report with the other members of the 
Investigating Committee, and a copy of 


wealth of December 5, 1891, was read 
tothe jury. The witness was then ques- 
tioned as tothe printed statement of 
the assets and liabilities of the colony 
over his signature, but stated that he 
could not say whcther or not it was cor- 
rect without comparing it with the orig- 
inal. Ona subsequent investigation he

A. Hunter, who testified to the effect 
that he joined the colony in December, 
1889, and left in December, 1890. 
He put into the concern a stock of gen- 
eral merchandise, a small printing 
press and other effects of the total value 
of $2738.89. Of this $500 was de- 
ducted for his membership fee and he 
was promised $509 in cash and the 
balance in time-checks, but received 
neither in return. He Was induced to 
join by the representations of the trus- 
tees, allof which-he had found to be 
false. 

Louis Toxward, another ‘‘disgruntled”’ 
colonist, then took the stand and testi- 
tied to having paid $100 for his mem- 
bership. On cross-examination the de- 
fense showed by the witness’ pass-book 
that he had received $151.80 worth of 
supplies from the colony, and further- 
more showed that he had lived in a sim- 
ilar one at Port Angeles, and therefore 
knew exactly what to expect before he 
went to Kaweah. 

Court adjourned at 5 o’clock .while 
the witness was still under examination, 
and the case will be resumed at 10:80 
o’clock this morning.

The report that Jay Gould, while so- 
journing at El Paso, had bought ten 
miles of bankrupt Texas railroad stirred 
up quite a breeze in New York financial 
circles, where speculation was—at once 
indulged in regarding the probable in- 
tentions of the Wallstreet wizard. The 
news of the deal reached New Yorkas} 
it did this city in a telegraphic dis- | 
patch reporting that Mr. Gould had 
paid $50,000 to Receiver Charles 
Davis for the entire. stock of the Kan- 
sas City, El Paso and. Mexican Railroad. 
It was also stated that valuable con- 
cessions and susidies had been granted 
by the Mexican government for a road 


through Mexico to Guaymas, on the } 


Gulf of California. The road purchased 
was built some years ago by capitalists 
of El Paso for the transportation of. 
coal, iron and silver from White Oaks, 
N. M., to El Paso. The line has 
never been completed, and, as it now. 
stands, it has but ten miles in operation 
northwest from El Paso, the balance of } 
the 151 miles being simply owned and 
held by right-of-way. It is estimated 
that Mr. Gould’s project is in part to 
extend the line from White Oaks to 
Washburn, Tex., on the Fort Worth and 
Denver; thence to the Missouri Pacific . 
terminal of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé road at Kiowa, Kan. This 
would form a loop of the Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fé, having one of its 
ends at El'Paso and the other at Kiowa. 
If this is the plan, it is generally be- 
lieved to be an unwise move.

Tomato Culture; 

(Exchange.] 

It has been noted that where toma- 
toes can be raised on trellises, or some 
other support from the ground, nearly 
double the quantity can be raised from 
an acre than where they are suffered to 
trailon the ground. Rain and unfavor- 
able weather especially is a great draw- 
back to this trailing method of produc- 
tion. It does not seem to be generally 
known that one of the best trellisés for 
the tomato plant is a comparatively 
short, straight stick, with short snags 
orspursup and down it. A smooth 
straight stick will not permit the vine’ 
to be held up without slipping. Wher-* 
ever these rough, heavy sticks can 
be obtained they will be found 
to add enormously to the value 
of the crop. Those, however, who 
have a little ingenuity could 
smooth sticks, by, first wrapping 
material once around the stick 
before tying up the vines; this 
preventsthe tying material from slip- 
ping down. Another advantage of this 
method of tying to straight stems is the 
advantage which it gives the plant for 
light in every direction, and, again, 
another advantage is afforded by a much 
longer period for the cultivation of the 
soil, more than can be done when the 
plants are left to trail on the ground. 
We have known as much as a bushel of 
tomatoes co be obtained from a single 
plant in good, rich soil that had been 
trained inthis way to upright sticks 
‘The sticks should always be planted be 
fore the plants are set out, so that they 
can be put firmly in the ground without 
destroying’the plant; just, in fact, as 
wedo with the lima bean. We feel 
sure that those cultivators who desire 
to be in advance in making money out 
of their market gardens would derive 
great profit from attention to 
gestion herein made. 


How to Prevent Tomato-rot, 
Gardening. ] 

‘Early tomatoes are a highly important 
crop with market-gardeners here.. Rot 
is our chief trouble. The large tomatoes 
rotin the center just before ripening, 
causing serious loss. In some seasons 
this has been so bad that only half- 
rotted fruit could be obtained at any 
price, and many amateurs abandoned 
tomato culture entirely. My first to- 
matoes were grown on land that had 
never before been planted with vege- 
tables. They did well and we had ripe 


fruit by July 4. Everybody compiarngd
